THE MISSING MESSENGER

TT WAS on June 14, 1904, that Kent
* Loomls, brother of F. B. Loomls, 
the assistant secretary of state, sailed 
from New York on board the Kaiser 
Wilhelra II, bearing with him the text 
of a treaty between the United States 
and Abyssinia a -treaty concerning 
which there had been much conjecture 
and speculation on the part of certain 
European powers.

Under ordinary circumstances Loom- 
Is would have taken his wife and child 
with him; on this occasion, he con­ 
sidered It best to leave them behind 
In Parkersburg, W. V., both on account 
of the fact that he was on a diplo­ 
matic mission and because he Intended 
to participate In some big-game hunt­ 
ing after delivering the treaty to King 
Menellk.

Nothing unusual occurred on the 
trip until the morning of June 20, the 
day on which the steamer was due to 
dock at Plymouth, England. It was 
then noted that Loomls' seat at the 
captain's table was empty and a 
steward was dispatched to find out if 
he were 111. A few minutes later the 
steward returned with the news th 
Loomis' berth had not been occupie 
and >m Immediate search of the sh 
was ordered but without bringing i 
light the slightest trace of the repr 
sentatlve of the American governmen

Several passengers volunteered th 
Information that they had see 
Loomls on deck shortly after mi 
night and William E. Bills, cnbl 
mate and traveling companion of th 
missing passenger, declared that h 
friend's absence from the cabin ha 
not alanned him because of the, fnc 
that Loomls had come In at a falrl 
late boor on several previous evening 
British officials at Plymouth and th 
French officers at Cherbourg repeate 
the search of the steamer, but In vain 
Nothing was missing from the cabl
 av« the suit which Loomls was wen; 
ing at the time and even the fiat dl 
patch box which contained the text o 
the treaty was found concealed 
neath a pile cjt clothing In one come 
of Loomls' trunk. Investigation de 
veloped the fact, however, that th 
State department messenger had bee 
In the habit of carrying this box i 
his pocket and had laid it aside on th 
previous evening only because It mad 
an unseemly bulge In the dress clothe 
which he had donned In honor of th 
captain's dinner.

During the next few weeks rumor 
of all kinds 'filled the press on b6t 
aides of the Atlantic. Loomls had gon 
suddenly mad and had been placed li 
a sanatorium. He had slipped off th 
steamer at Plymouth disguised as a 
»econd-class passenger. He was tin 
victim of a clique of Internationa 
spies who, balked in their attempt t< 
secure possession of the text of the 
treaty, were holding him for ransom 
He was still confined in the hbld o: 
the Kaiser Wllhelm and so on to thi 
limit of the Imlglnatlons of those who 
llke'to use fact as a basis for fiction 

But all these reports were set a 
rest when, on the morning of July 1( 
 just thirty-two days after Loomls 
had sailed from New York a body 
was washed up at Warren Point, 
about fifteen miles from Plymouth, 
Believing that the body was that of a 
common sailor, the local police were 
.bout to Inter It without, further cere­ 

mony, when, from the watch-pocket 
of the trousers there dropped a water- 
soaked bit of pasteboard, upon which 
was barely discernible the name. 
'Kent J. Loomls."

Careful examination of the body 
developed the fact that, under the 
right ear, there was a circular wounA 
which appeared to have been liifllctea 
>efore death and a post-mortem ex­ 

amination of the lungs of the dead 
man showed conclusively that death
